jority leader, told reporters that the 
discussions, while "very much in 
the study stage," were centering 
on these possibilities: 


1. The senate might be asked to 


discharge the foreign relations com- 
mittee from further responsibility 
for the bill, which then would go 
directly to the floor for debate. 


2. The legislation might be at- 


tacked to some other pending bill 
as a "rider." 


3. Some member of the foreign 


relations committee might be won 
over to the administration view- 
point, thereby reversing the 12 to 11 
vote by which the committee re- 
cently shelved neutrality legisla- 
tion until the next session. 


"We have not given up," Barkley 


asserted. "We still are hopeful that 
something can be done." 


Night Conference 


Meanwhile. 
an 
extraordinary 


night conference at the White 
House was arranged today by ad- 
ministration 
-leaders, 
apparently 


for the purpose of weighing finally 
the chances for neutrality revision 
this session. 


The meeting, it was reported au- 


thoritatively, will include President 
Roosevelt 
and Secretary Hull, 


Barkley, Chairman Piitmaa (D- 
Nev.) of the senate foreign rela- 
tions committee and three senate 
Republicans—Minority leader Mc- 
Nary of Oregon, Borah of Idaho 
and Austin of Vermont. 


Senator Borah conferred yester- 


day with colleagues opposing the 
administration neutrality program. 
He told reporters that all commit- 
tee members who had voted to 
shelve the legislation for this ses- 
sion were standing firm. 


Disclosure of tonight's conference 


plan immediately stirred specula- 
tion on whether the White House 
might entertain thoughts of com- 
promise, especially if leaders of 
both parties carried word that pre- 
dominant senate sentiment favored 
postponement 


Backs Hull's Stand 


On this point Stephen T. Early, 


President Roosevelt's press secre- 
tary told reporters;' 


"I can say only that he (the presi- 


dent) is entirely behind and fully 
supporting Hull's proposals." 


The secretary of state has advo- 


cated a neutrality program which 
provides for repeal of the arms em- 
bargo clause of the present law. 
Most opposition has been directed 
against this provision.

Early told reporters that Barkley 


%advised Mr. Roosevelt by telephone 


last night that he had found Demo- 
crats and Republicans agreeable to 
Berkley's proposal "for them to 
come to the White House and have 
a conference with the president on 
the subject of neutrality." 


Early said Mr. Roosevelt had not 


issued any invitations for tbe meet- 
ing. 


He *expressed the opinion that 


few issues had commanded support 
in official circles "quite so unani- 
mous" as that behind tho» adminis- 
tration's position on neutrality. The 
"whole foreign service," including 
career men who were not Democra- 
tic appointees, "is for it," he said.

The association pointed out that 


during the last year the state has 
been contributing only about 10 per 
cent of relief costs, which the local 
units called "obviously inadequate."

well preserved teeth come first—it 
is something like the famous chick- 
en or egg controversy.

Given the North-South hands as 


a bidding problem, very few players 
would detect any flaw in the above 
sequence. Taking bid by bid, they 
would have to approve North's one 
heart opening, South's spade re- 
sponse, and North's double raise. 
Then they would agree, I think, that 
South should make some sort of 
slam try, since he holds much bet- 
ter than North can expect from the 
noncommittal one spade response. 
Since the partnership was using the 
straight Culbertson system, includ- 
ing the 4-5 no trump convention. 
South, with only one ace, could 
not bid four no trump, and his four 
club bid as a marked cue bid and 
slam try will be approved generally. 
But when North accepting this slam 
invitation, answers with one of his 
own (four no trump), South is un- 
able to give all the information that 
North needs. South cannot respond 
with five no trump because he has 
neither two aces, nor one ace and 
the kings of all bid suits, tie. 
lacks the king of his own bid club 
suit. He cannot overcome this diffi- 
culty by jumping to six clubs, hence 
the best he can do is contract di- 
rectly for a small slam in spades, the 
agreed suit. When this comes around 
to North thc latter is hog-tied. For 
all North knows, South might have 
the following hand: 


If he has, a grand slarn contract 


would be at the mercy of a double 
heart finesse Patently, then. North 
cannot bid a grand slam, although 
on the actual combined 
holdings 


this higher contract is well justified 


This brings us to our original the- 


sis, which is that alternative bids 
may not be quite so "equal" as we 
assume at first glance. Consider for 
a moment what would happen 
South, instead of bidding four clubs 
over North's three hearts, were to 
select the alternative slam try of 
four 
diamonds. North, as before, 


would bid four no trump, but now 
South is in a beautiful position: He 
can respond with five no trump 
because he holds one ace and thc 
kings of all bid suits! By bringing 
the diamond suit, instead of the 
club suit, into the picture. South 
has deliberately provided himself 
with the conventional answer to a 
four no trump bid which South 
should suspect that North probably 
will make! 


And there we have the essence 


of preparedness in bidding, to fore- 
see the probable course of events 
and lay the foundation for an en- 
tire sequence of revealing bids. Ob- 
viously, once North knows that 
South has the club ace and the 
kings of spades, hearts, and dia- 
•jmonds, he needs no courage or 


ptimism to contract for thirteen 


tricks. 


Obviously, there is nothing to the 


play. South merely has to ruff one 
of dummy's hearts to take, in all. 
four heart tricks, five spades, two 
diamonds, one club, and one dia- 
mond ruff in dummy.

INDIAN MASKS 


The olden Indians did not stage 


plays of the.kind the whites have 
had for centuries, but they did have 
plays of a. sort. There were dances 
in: which the dancers acted out 
parts, giving a story to the people 
who watched them. It was common 
•for the dancers to wear masks. 
.' The: most famous Indian masks 
are 
those worn by Indians of 


British 
Columbia 
and ,- southern 


Alaska. Those masks, still play a 
part in dances of the tribes. . 


Vancouver island Indians have a 


raven dance, and in it they turn 
from ravens into human beings. 
This is done in a simple way. The 
dancers wear raven masks for a 
time, then pull hidden cords to 
make the masks open and show the 
faces of the men wearing them. 


The masks are made of wood, 
most often of alder or maple. Some 
Mpl.--.them have wooden eyes which 
will move, and jaws which can be 
.made to drop and come up again 
"with a fearful clatter." The danc- 
ing ..is . done at night and people 
look at it by the light of bonfires. 
To Indian 1 children it-must seem 
as though wild demons are dancing 
about 


Indians :Of the. Northwest -coast 


sometimes .have, double, or even 
triple, masks. With the 
help of 


cords,-they-can open-one layer of 
a .mask 
after another. Thus a 


.man'at first may have the face of 
a raven; then that part of the 
mask is pulled open and we see a 
fish face; the next pull of the cords 
may-show a ifurry animal, such as 
a fox. 


Speeding eastward 
across 
the 


continent, we come to the old 
hunting grounds of the Irpquois 
tribes, hear I,ake Erie and Lake 
Ontario. The Irpquois were per- 
haps as-fond of masks as the tribes 
of the. Northwest coast. 


The Iroquois used to tell about 


a holy 
mask 
which had great 


powers."" These are some of" the 
things they-"claimed for it: 
"It. could make storms, or it 


could .bring sunshine, 
. 


• "It knew how to cure every ill- 
ness. ' and" could stop death. 


•"Snakes - were afraid 
of ths 


mask, and their goison had no 
power against it." 


A legend of the. Iroquois told 


about a young hunter who put on 
the mask one day and -went into 
the woods. Whenever .he .found 
a basswood tree, he cut pieces 
from its ^trunfc, and carved them 
into masks. 


In his travels, the Indian . met 


animals and birds of many kinds, 
stayed away from home for many 
years, and did not return until he 
was an old man; but he had grown 
into a giant and was able to carry 
his heavy load of masks. 


That is only a myth, but it gives 


us an- idea of- how important 
the 


Iroquis Indians 
thought -masks 
were.

It has been known to happen in all the big 
capitals, and the Associated Press had an embarras- 
sing experience of this kind with a Vatican story 
about two years ago. But unless a journalist has been 
bribed or is devoted to one of the treacherous isms

he would have no motive for inventing fakes and cer-
